governed Pennsylvania's observance of 
Die Sabbath. 
For m o r e than a < entury the Sunday 
Statutes grimly saw the state legisla 
ture fume and storm biennially over 
the Sabbath observance issue and a1-. 
ways the defenders of the Blue Laws 
wen* victors. Repealists, with the ad­ 
journment of the 1933 General Assent- J 
lily, now survey their first fruits of 
victory. 
For 15 weeks a Blue Law modifier, 
ran a checkered hazardous course in 
the legislature and barely squeezed! 
through with its lite to the governor's 
desk. For another week its fate there 
was very much in doubt. 
Ii- approval finally 
bv 
Governor 
Gifford Pinchot makes it a virtual cer­ 
tainty that Philadelphia 
and 
Pitts­ 
burgh next summer will have major 
league baseball on Sunday for the first 
time in .history. 
That much is conceded, although 
the law permits much more extensive 
modification of the 1794 statutes. Sun- 
day sports are confined to baseball and 
football, and the extent to which these; 
games will he played iii the state will 
be decided at the election next No- 1 
\ ember. 
The local clition feature of the Act 
xviii maintain the closed Sunday for 
those cities and 
towns whit ii 
vote 
against modification. The primary et-: 
lect of the law is to permit a refer­ 
endum. 
The voters themselves will 
decide whether baseball and football 
shall be legal in their respective com­ 
munities. 
The second wedge permits Sunday 
com i i is. No referendum is necessary 
tor this Act. Programs, however, are 
restricted to music and any net profit 
xvhh h promoters make must lie turned 
over to the state for public education. 
Iii effei t, there is no net profit lur 
promoter a, 
The Sunday music full was pushed 
through the legislature without much 
fuss, although similar efforts in faller 
years were futile. On one occasion, a 
symphony orchestra presented a con­ 
cert in the House of Representatives 
to swing sentiment for Die bill, but 
all to no avail. This time, the Sunday 
sports bill’s success paved the way for 
|legalization of Sunday concerts.
